Morals are 


Another Meeting to Be Held To- 
Night. 


Forcib'e Views Expressed by Gov. Fletcher and 
Secretary Lamb, of the State Board. 


The question of immigration tothe State of 
Missonmiiis assuming such important propor- 
tions thata number of prominent gentlemen 
bave arranged all the preliminaries of an or- 
ganization which will encourage an influx of 
skilled labor in the cityof St. Louis and 
agiriculturists into the vacant lands 
of the State. One meeting has been held al- 
recdy at which the project took definite shape, 
and another has been called for this evening, 
at which a settled plan of organization will be 
proposed and acted upon. 

The design of the gentlemen connected with 
his scheme is to form a strictly 
Missourian society of immigration on a larger 
ecaie, but based on the same idea which con- 
trois the county and district societies and syn- 
dicates. This movement is altogether inde- 
pendent of the State Board of Immigration—it 
is simply a St. Louis affair. 

A VoOstT-DISPATCH reporter called on 

MR. JOHN LAMB, 

the secretary of the State Board, to gather 
some information about the meeting. He said 
that the meeting was not connected, but was 
im Sympathy with the State Board. It seems to 
be inspired by the fact that there 
are so many counties throughout the State 
which are forming such societies; hence at the 
city here a State society is being formed.’’ 

‘*Ilow many of these socteties are there?’’ 


About twenty in single counties, one dis- 
trict and the Grand River syndicate. 

** How is immigratiou coming in now?’’

Boston, November 25.—Announcement is 
made of the policy of the Roman Catholic 
Church in New England toward the public 
schools. TheArchbishop, following the advice of 
the Pope to a European bishop, has directed all 
the priests inthe Archdiocese of New Eng- 
land to at once establish parochial schools,and 
threaten parents who refus tronize them 
with the terrors of the Church. In localities 
where the influence of publie schools is 
thought to be particularly injurious to the 
Catholie youth, the priests are instructed to 
withdraw the children at once, even if there 
be no parochial schools in the vicinity.

GREEDY FLAMES. 


Horrible Scenes at a Conflagra- 
tion in New York. 


The Eighth Avenue Car Stables 
Totally Consumed. 


Over One Hundred Horses Roasted 
in the Building. 


One Fireman Burned to Death and Four 
Cthers Seriously Injured. 


A Fatal Fire. 

NEW YORK, November 25.—The car stables 
of the Eighth Avenue Railroad burned this 
forenoon. Seven firemen are reported in- 
jured, and three are said to be killed. 


Another Account. 

NEW YORK, November 25.—One of the 
largest fires for some time past inthis city 
took place this morning. Shortly before 7 
o’elock fire was discovered in the stables of 
the Eighth Avenue Horse-car Railroad, 
and notwithstanding that within five 
minutes after the discovery 
fully forty streams of water were thrown upon 
the blazing building, it was only when there 
was nothing further for the flames to feed up- 
on that the firemen obtained the mastery. 

THE STABLES 
were in a four-story brick building, fronting 
200 feet on Eighth avenue and 400 feet on For- 
ty-ninth and Fiftieth streets. In the rear, on 
the Ninth avenue side, is a wilderness of cur- 
penter and wagon shops and a mountain 
of old barrels, comprising many 
thousands, stacked to the height 
of thirty to forty feet. These were saved by 
the efforts of the firemen, who from the be- 
ginning specially directed their efforts to this 
point to prevent a general conflagration 
among the tenement houses on Ninth avenue. 
Almost befor®a movement to save the stock 
in the stables could be made the flames burst 
simultaneously from the windows on the 
Fiftieth and Foriy-ninth street sides. It be- 
came clear that the building was 
DOOMED TO DESTRUCTION. 

Cars stored on the ground floor were run out 
and saved. The horses stalled on the upper 
floors were untied and run down inelined 
planes tothe ground. There were nearly 800, 
and the work of getting them out was one of 
great difficulty and danger. Blinded by 
smoke and frightened by flames, they kicked 
and reared, and over one hundred had to be 
abandoned to destruction. Their 

PITEOUS WHINNYING 
could be heard above the roar of the flames. 
The three upper floors were one vast sheet of 
fire. Two brick buildings—one a liquor store 
and the other a restaurant, cut intothe stable 
building on the corner, were saved. 
At this point in the stables 
an immense quantity of hay in bales was 
stored. When these caught fire sudden burst- 
ing ofthe bands that bound the bales eaused an 
explosion that shattered the side of the build- 
ing and threw the brick wall  iate 
street. It fell with)a crushing force upon the 
ladder on which were Chief Campbell, Fire- 
man Jno. Welsh, of Engine No. 8, and Fire- 
men Henry C. Mount and John Regan, of the 
same company. Each and all were 

BURIED UNDER THE SMOKING MASS, 

and a shout of horror went up from the *spee- 
tators. Their comrades instantly fell to the 
work of rescue, and soon all were recovered 
bruised, bleeding aud insensible. 

Mount had his skull andleg fractured, and 
was also injured internally. He died an hour 
afterwards im the hospital. 

Regan had a leg broken and was badly

A WILD RUMOR 


Hardly had the firemen and spectators re- 
covered from the excitement caused by the 
fall of th@ wall, when it was rumored that a 
fireman had fallen into the burning building, 
but the muster of the companies later showed 
all men present except those taken to the hos- 
pital. Soon afterwards the walls on 
street fell with a erash. 

CROSSING THE STREET. 

The flames leaped across the street, threat- 
ening houses there. The occupants fled, and 
a thief, attempting to enter one, was speedily 
pabbed and hustled off to the Police Statien. 

The firemen now gave their attention en- 
tirely to the surrounding property, the 
bles being amass ofruins. By ten o’clock all 
danger of the fire spreading was over, and a 
number of engines were sent to their quar- 
ters. Others remain, pouring water upon the 
dying flames.

THE STATE AGAINST HEATH 

The case of the State ot Missouri against 
William ii. Heath is ene in which the veople of 
St. Luuis feel much interested, the high 
standing of the detendant and the responsible 
positions which he has held giving him a 
prominent position before the public. 

The dctendant was tried and convicted upon 
an indictment charging him with 
embezziing public money. The 
indictment contained five counts, 
andit was onthe first and last of these that 
the defendant was found guilty. Heatn 
pleaded outrefois acquit {previous acquittal), 
und the State filed a replication. Defendant 
demurred, and several strictly legal forinali- 
ties were gone through with, the result of 
which was thatthe plea was overruled by the 
court below and Heath ordered to answer to 
Inasmuch as the record ot his 
previous acquittal was not produced in tue 
court below the Court of Appeals decides that 
there was no error in requiring the defenda it 
to answer to the indictment. 

The counts which charged conversion ot 
moneys received by the defendantas Auditor 
are notin question, since the counts which 
correspond in the present indictment to those 
counts, being the first, second, third and fitth 
of the first indictment, were discontinued 
before arraignment on the trial below. 

The fourth count in the first indictment, which 
corresponds tothe fourth and fifth counts of 
the present—on which the defendant was tried 
in the court below—was bad on its face,an1 up- 
on it the defendant could not have been legally 
convicted on any evidence whatever. This o- 
ing the case, the defendant never was in 
jeopardy and his plea of former acquittal could 
not nave availed him. 

The substance of the first count is, that the 
defendant was appointed by the County Court 
tobe the servant and agent of the county of 
St. Louis to receive for safe eee and trans- 
fer into the county treasury certain school 
of $143 000, which he 
d to his own use. Tue 
other count charges that it was at his own re- 
questthat he was 1 — agent, etc. 

The tact, says Judge Hayden, of the embez.- 
ziement of the school moneys is proved beyond 
dispute, the question at issue being whether 
or not he was, as Auditor, the agent and ser- 
vantotthe county in the senseof the indict- 
ment. it is upon this point of Mr. 
Heuth’s liability as agent or non liability 
as Auditor that the Court of Appeats rules the 
instructions given below wrong. After review- 
ing all the other instructions and finding taat 
they contain no error, Judge Hayden says: 
‘This examination and what has been said in 
regard to points raised as to the ad- 
mission ot evidence, are matters 
to which attention has been given with a view 
tou neu trial in the court below. For errors 
in the giving of instructions, the judgment 
must be reversea and the Icuuse remanded. 
All the Judges concur.’’ 

The effect of this decision will be of course 
to give Mr. Heath a new trial.
